TRUMAN TO LET AIDE TESTIFY 
Congress Votes 
To Kill Brannan 
Farm Measure 


WASHINGTON, July 
21—<ff)— 
The house adopted legislation to- 
day to continue present rigid high 
supports for farm prices another 
year, flatly rejecting the adminis- 
tration's trial run farm subsidy 
plan. 
It confirmed by 239 to 170 roll 
call vote a previous voice vote sub- 
stituting a measure by Rep. Gore 
(D-Tenn) or the proposal backed 
by Secretary of Agriculture Bran- 
nan. 
Earlier It had shouted approval 


of an amendment to kill outright 
Navarro County 
To Gel New Roads 
In State Program 


A total of 23.6 miles of new 
farm-to-market roads were desig- 
nated this week for Navarro coun- 
ty by the Texas Highway Com- 
mission, according to Information 
reclved from the department. 


The new highways, In addition 
to those already designated and 
some under contract, will be built 
under the provisions of the Sen- 
ate Bill 287 passed by the Blst 
Texas Legislature. The funds for 
the roads under Senate Bill 287 
will become available In Septem- 
ber, 
but the Commission 
has 
taken immediate action to pro- 
gram roads In order to 
Insure 
quick work as construction funds 
accrue.

Racial Tensions 
In Florida Town 
Being Relaxed 


GROVELAND, Fla., July 21.—(/n 
—Racial tensions which exploded 
into mob violence over a house- 
wife's rape apparently were sim- 
mering down today following the 
indictment of three negroes. 
Even so National Guardsmen had 
a weather eye out for trouble af- 
ter noting a sudden influx of cars 
from Alabama and Georgia. 
One man was nabbed by guards- 
men late last night and a pistol 
confiscated after he had been ob- 
served cruising near a negro set- 
tlement at nearby Clermont. He 
was released. 
The Indictment of the three ne 
groes for the rape of Mrs. Willie 
Padgett was returned almost on the 
stroke of midnight by a 
special 
grand jury convened at the Lake 
County seat of Tavares, 25 'miles 
from here. 


Accused of the crime, a capital 
offense, in Florida, were Charlie 
Greenlee, Samuel Shepherd 
and 
Walter Irvin, all about 20. 


The indictment made no mention 


of a fourth negro whom Mrs. Pad- 
gett charges also participated in 
the assault on her and the robbery- 
beating of her husband last Friday. 
This negro is still at large. • 
In its finding, the jury ignored 


Sheriff W. V. McCall's charges 
against the negroes of kidnaping 
and robbery, but asked to be called 
back later to continue its investiga- 
tion; 


For the guardsmen, "Operation 
Sabotage" began last Sunday, a day 
after 100 heavily armed men tried 
to fast-talk Sheriff McCall out of 
the two negroes then under arrest. 
They failed. 


Subsequently 
the 
guardsmen 
were reinforced after a wild Mon- 
'tway night in which three negroe 
homes were burned and a caravan 
of shooting men moved through a 
negro settlement. 


Thereafter an uneasy peace set- 
tled over thla cow and timber town 
of 1,200.

troubles was the grand jury ses- 
sion last night. , Among: the 18 ju- 
rors returning the indictment was 
a lone negro, March DeBose.

Under the Gore measure, backed 


by a coalition of Republicans and 
Democrats, major farm crop prices 
are supported at a rigid 90 percent 
of parity. It is accomplished by 
loans and government 
purchase 
to keep prlce-depresslse surpluses 
off the market. Parity is a price 
estimated to be fair to farmers in 
terms of purchasing power 
for 
things they buy. 
The Brannan proposal was to 
let perishables find their own price 
level in the market place, then pay 
farmers, out of tax 
funds, 
the 
amount necessary to bring their 
return up to a level determined by 
formula to be a fair one. 
Many Republicans joined Demo- 
crats in the vote to destroy the 
law authored by Senator Alken 
(R-Vt). 
The measure provided 


for a flexible 60 to 90 per cent of 
parity price support program for 
major crops beginning next year- 


There was bitter debate before 
the house got down to voting. 
Rep. Pace (D-Ga) argued that

Dr. Pruitt, 72, said he is resigning 
as chairman of the Klan's board 
of governors and leaving the city. 
William Hugh Morris, Klan direc- 
tor, had announced yesterday that 
Prultt Is quitting. Morris made the 
announcement from a jail 
cell 
where he Is in the 14th day of an 
Indefinite sentence for contempt of 
court. 
The Klan director was ordered 
held until he produces membership 
records of the order for the 
pre- 
vious grand Jury. This jury return- 
ed 44 indictments against 17 men 
for flogging, burglary and boycot- 
ting in connection with the alleged 
mob violence. 
In another move, State Attorney 
General Albert A. Carmlchael singl- 
ed but the Federated Ku Klux 
Klan, Inc., for a legal attack seek- 
ing revocation of the Klan charter. 
The new anti-mob 
campaigns 
came simultaneously with reports 
of two more mob floggings and dis- 
agreement between two top-level 
Klan officers. 
. A.white man revealed yesterday 
he and a negro were taken out 
Tuesday night by an armed mob, 
tied to a tree and lashed with a 
sawmill belt. 
Dolph Bailey, 26, said none of the 
attackers wore masks. 
He also 
said they were not Klansmen, ad- 
ding: "I'm a member of the Klan 
myself." The attack occurred near 
Goodwater, about 0 miles southeast 
of Birmingham. Two white men, 
booked as Bobby Buckner 
and 
Buck Burkhalter, both of Alexan- 
der City, have been arrested. 


A-Bomb Question 
Introduced Into 
Debate On Treaty 


Vote On Ratifying 
Atlantic Pact Is 
Near In Senate 


WASHINGTON, July 
21.—<ff>— 
Senator Wherry, the Republican 
floor leader, told the senate today 
that before approving the North 
Atlantic Pact It should "close the 
door" against giving the atom 
bomb to other members- 
With a vote only hours away, 
the Nebraska senator said he Is 
concerned that the treaty may 
obligated this country to let o^h- 
ers in on A-bomb secrets. 
At President Truman's news con. 


ference, held shortly before the 
senate met, a reporter had men- 
tioned the 
stand Wherry 
was 


taking. 
Mr. Truman brushed It off with 
the comment that Senator Wher- 
rv has » lot of ungrounded fears 
about the treaty which I'm not 
Interested In. 
Wherry had raised 
questions 
about the A-bomb and the treaty. 
At that time, Senator McMahon 


(D-Conn)—chairman of the 
sen- 
ate-house atomic energy commit- 
tee—said the treaty carried no 
obligation to, share atomic secrets. 
He said the question should be 
considered when the arms-f or-Eu- 
rope program Is taken up by con- 
gress. 
When the senate convened to- 


day, Wherry brought the matter 


•'I ask the question," Wherry, 


said, "are we to share the atomic 
bomb, its secrets, and the know- 
how? Will *hey (the other pact 
members) have the right to them? 
Is there a moral or legal commit- 
ment to do that very thing?" 
Wherry pleaded that the senate 
adopt a reservation he and Sena- 
tors Tttft (R-Ohlo) and Watkins 
(R-Utah) are sponsoring. It would 
say that the treaty does not com- 
mit the United States to give 
miliarv aid to pact nations- 
By adopting It, Wherry declar- 
ed, "the door Is tightly, firmly 
closed against any moral or legal 
obligations upon the United States 
to furnish the atomic bomb 
or 
any of the materials or know- 
how in the making of It." 
Senate leaders said they were 


confident that even the atomic 
issue will nnt halt overwhelming 
approval 
of the treaty..

ATOMIC SCIENTISTS 
NAMED BY SOLONS AS 
RED CELL MEMBERS 


WASHINGTON, 
July 21— 
House spy probers named two at- 
omic scientists today as members 
ot a wartime Communist cell at 
a west coast laboratory. 
They 
said they are tracking down oth- 
ers. 


The house un-American Actlvl- 
tleg committee put the finger on 
Glovani Rossi Lomanitz and Da- 
vid Bohm as members of a, cell 
at the radiation laboratory at the 
University of California at Berk- 
ley. 


It did 'go In an official docu- 
ment that reproduced, with a fore- 
word, last month's hearings on 
Communist Steve Nelson, Commun- 
ist party organizer 
In the £an 
Francisco Bay area In the early 
1004's and now operating In West- 
ern Pennsylvania,. 


Lomanitz until recently was a 
professor at Flak University at 
Nashville. Bohm Is a physics pro- 
fessor at Princeton University. 
The committee said Russia first 
tried to use Nelson's acquaintance 
with "one of the leading physicist 
engaged In the development of 
the atomic bomb" for infiltration 
the Be.rk.ley.lab9rat9ry..Thls phy- 
sicist was not named. 


The commltte Indicated Nelson 
•craped 
up 
the 
acquaintance 


through the physicist's wife. It 
said he met her In Spain in 1937, 
where her first husband, like Nel- 
son, was a volunteer In the Inter- 
national Brigade In the Spanish 
Civil War. 
The committee said an investi- 
gation cleared the scientist and 
his wife of any subversive activ- 
ities and said their loyalty never 
has been questioned by the gov- 
ernment. 
But under Nelson's guidance, the 
committee said, a cell of five or 
six young physicists was devel- 
oped In the laboratory. 


"According to a sworn state- 
ment by a "witness," the commit- 
tee said, "Giovanni Rossi Loman- 
itz was the principal Communist 
party organizer. The records of 
this committee also reflect that 
David Bohm was also a member 
of thla cell." 


Both en on two occasions re- 
fused to answer questions about 
membership in the cell on grounds 
they might incriminate themselves, 
the committee noted. 
"Other alleged members of this 


cell at the radiation laboratory," 
it said, "are under Investigation 
by this committee and such evi- 
dence of membership will be forth- 
coming in future hearings of this 
committee,"

Mexico May Get 
Oil Development 
Funds At Home 


MEXICO CITY, July 
21—(IP)— 
Mexican financiers may lend Mex- 
ico the money she needs for oil de- 
velopment and failed to get' from 
the United States. 


Excelsior reported today 'that an 
Important group of Mexican busi- 
nessmen is studying the needs of 
Pemex, the government petroleum 
monopoly. The newspaper 
said 
the group may put up the capital 
for building new refineries 
and 
pipelines, 
but 
that 
It robably 
would not lend risk capital for 
wlldcattlng. 


It said the group, as a guarantee, 
might take Pemev's surlus oil and 
gasoline for marketing abroad. 
. Mexico last March asked the Uni- 
ted States for a $203,000,000 loan 
to develop her oil industry. Nego- 
tiations went along for five months 
and then Merlco suddenly called 
them off, 
. It was reported unofficially that 
the end of the talks came because 
there was a demand that Mexico 
let the foreign oil companies come 
back. 
Their properties were ex- 
propriated In 1938, and the oil busi- 
ness has been a government mono- 
poly since. 


Mexican 
newspapers 
blamed 
Mexico's failure to get a U. 
S. 


loan 
on Interference from 
the 
expropriated oil companies. 
Excelsior said today that Wash- 
ington "bowed before the demands 
of the oil companies," and added 
the warning: "This was an error 
which may easily be exploited by 
Communist agitators to endanger 
continental unity." 
Excelsior pointed out that Com- 
munists are trying to mobollze the 
world's 
underdogs against "im- 
perialism" and "international mon- 
opolies" and said: "The easy re- 
treat of the U. S. government be- 
fore the offensive of the powerful 
oil companies can lead to much 
misunderstanding in Latin Ameri- 
ca, It surely will be used for prop- 
aganda by the Communists."

LONDON, July 
21—(fP)—Foreign 
Secretary Ernest Bevln told Par- 
liament today America's uncondi- 
tional surrender policy for Germa- 
ny left "a shambles" upon which 
to rebuild the German nation. 
Winston Churchill, 
leader 
of 
the opposition to the labor govern- 
ment, replied that the uncondition- 
al surrender phrase first was men- 
Honed by 
President 
Roosevelt 


"without consultation with me." 
Bevin, speaking in a foreign pol- 
icy debate in the House of Com- 
mons, said the first time he hat 
heard the phrase was in the news- 
papers. The foreign secretary was 
a member of Churchill's wartime 
coalition government. 
Addressing himself to Churchill 
Bevln said that "If the phrase hat 
been put to me as a member of 
your cabinet, I would never have 
agreed to it." 
"I do not complain," Bevln said 
"I took It as It was. But It Is rath- 
er hard for leaders of the opposl 
tlon to criticize me when they lefi 
me such a shambles to take on."

It reported yesterday that non- 
agricultural employment In June 
totaled 2,309,300 In the state—nearly 
32,000 above the figure for the 
same month last year. 
Another encouraging view of the 
state's 
economic 
picture 
was 


brought out by TEC In Its fore- 
cast for the next two months. An 
estimated 8,600 employment gain 
Is expected by the end of August. 
Non-manufacturing employers ex- 
pect to add an additional 4,600 
to their payrolls, and manufactur- 
ing employers will put 3,900 more 
workers to work. Employment In 
the former stood at 1,921,700 in 
June, while the latter had a'887,- 
600 employment total. 


Although 
the 
non-agricultural 


employment figure for June was 
4,700 under the May employment 
total of 2,814,000 TEC said the 
drop was' seasonal and primarily 
attributable to vacation period em- 
ployment of school teachers. Those 
will return to their jobs in Septem- 
ber. 
Truman Asserts 
Discussions No 
Cause For Alarm 


WASHINGTON, July 
21—#P>— 
President Truman said today there 
Is nothing for the American people 
to be alarmed about In current 
hush-hush talks about atomic for- 
eign policy. 


Mr. Truman was sharply criti- 
cal at a news conference, however, 
of the man he said leaked Infor- 
mation to the press In advance of 
an atomic policy meeting the pres- 
ident held at Blair House 
last 
Thursday. 
Mr. Truman said hexknows who 
the man Is, but he did not identify 
him. 
The Blair 
House 
conference, 
bringing together • high 
govern- 
ment and' congressional 
leaders, 
was the first of two major con- 
ferences which have been held on 
atomic matters. 
The second was a meeting at the 
Capitol yesterday, called by 
the 
senate house atomic energy com- 
mittee. 
The second meeting appeared to 
have eased misgivings 
of some 
law-makers that 
the 
president 
might act on his own to give Brit- 
ain some A-bomb secrets. 
They said that they would not 
now press for a move to keep the 
president from acting by executive 
order in this field. 
There had been talk of putting 
at least the senate on formal rec- 
ord as saylsg that the atomic ener- 
gy law forbids the supplying of 
atomic secrets to any foreign pow 
er unless congress approves. Ap- 
parently, they now are satisfied 
that . Mr. Truman plans no by 
passing of congress at this time. 
The senate-house atomic com- 
mittee held a two and three-quar- 
ted hour meeting with top state 
military and atomic officials on the 
British-Canadian matter on Capi- 
tol Hill yesterday. The 
partici- 
pants Included Secretary of State 
Acheson, Secretary 
of 
Defense 
Johnson, General Dwlght Elsen- 
hower and the atomic energy com- 
missioners.

Navarro county will be affected 
If the Servicemen's Readjustment 
Act is terminated July 28. Pres- 
en' indications in Congress are 
that the act will not be continued. 


W. B, Reedy, director of the 
Texae 
Employment 
Commission 


here, said his active files show 
S17 World War II veterans are 
filing for adjustment pay. Of this 
number 206 are filing under the. 
self-employed program, which in- 
cludes farming and operating one's 
own business, and 311 individual 
claims. 
The adjustment act, which be-, 
came effective Sept. 4,, 1944, al- 
lowed payments up to $20 a week 
for not more than 52 weeks for 
total unemployment. A veteran 
had to serve at least 90 day* 
to be eligible for payment!. 


For the first 90 days of active 
duty, and under three and one- 
hali months, a veteran became el- 
igible for 24 weeks pay, For each 
additional month the veteran be- 
came eligible for four more weeks 
of adjustment pay. Nine months 
and 16 days was needed to gain 
the maximum benefit., 
The law states that adjustment 
payments, will cease on July 25 
for veterans discharged prior to 
July 25, 1947. 
Veterans who were discharged 


subsequent to, or since July 26, 
1947, 
wll) use the date of their 
discharge as the "guide" date for 
the purpose of figuring the ex- 
pin tlon date of their payments. 
It has not been 
established 


what practice will be followed 
for veterans of long service who 
elected to stay la service. Xtoe 


law reads, "two yean from date 
oi discharge, or two years from 
termination of the war, whichev- 
er Is the later date/- 
According to an Interpretation 


of thin phrase, a veteran still In 
service would have an Indefinite 
time to claim benefits, even though 
he might stay in service 20 or 
30 years and then retire. A future 
ccngress, however, could alter this 
section.

Does business want 
full 


employment? 
A writer In 


the London Times, quoted 
by the British economist Sir 
William Beveridge in his 
book, "Full Employment in a 
Free Society," says that it 
does not. Says he: 
"Unemployment is not a 


mere accidental blemish in a 
private enterprise economy. 
It is a part of the essential 
mechanism of the system, 
and has a definte function 
to fulfill. 
It maintains the 


authority of master over 
man. The master has normal- 
ly been in a position to say, 
'if you don't want the job, 
there are plenty of others 
who do.' When the man can 
say, 'if you don't want to em- 
ploy me, there are plenty of 
others who will,' the situa- 
tion is radically altered." 
' 
This overlooks the fact 


that even under a full em- 
ployment system the man- 
agement can fire an unsatis- 
factory worker and at least 
hope to replace him with a 
better 
man. Beveridge's 


•charge against private busi- 
ness seems rather severe. An 
enlightened 
management 


would not/deliberately strive 
for a considerable reservoir 
ef 
unemployed 
workers, 


•with all the economic loss 
and social danger that this 
means for the community, 
and for the business enter- 
prise itself. People at work 
buy things. 
Unemployed 


•workers are a drain on the 
whole economy.

Admit- 
ting about 6,000 displaced 
persons a mont'i, the Austra- 
lian government is endeavor- 
ing to prevent these Poles, 
Ukranians, Italians, Yugo- 
slavs and Czechs from be- 
coming encysted in small ra- 
cial groups. 


In four camps near Na- 


ples, in which refugees on 
their way to Australia stay 
for four weeks, instruction 
in the English language is 
given and the Australian 
way of life is described 
Each ship carrying the mi- 
grants to the island continen*- 
is supplied with a library of 
books about Australia, and 
instructors use 
lectures, 


classwork and films in edu- 
cational work. After reach- 
ing their destination, they 
spend some time in reception 
camps, with further indoc- 
trination of Australian ways. 


This is a sound idea. These 


new citizens are expected to 
provide Australia with bad- 
ly needed labor reinforce- 
ments. They will become 
happier and more useful as 
they can adapt themselves 
to life in their new home. By 
this educational project they 
are enabled to avoid the pe- 
riod of nostalgia and civic 
backwardness which results 
when any racial group re 
tires to itself
